THE 'PULSAR 
DISCOVERY' 

Soviet and West German radio 
astronomers havo discovered the 
origins of pulsar signals. The 
pulsars are neutron stars con* 
Btanlly emitting into space elec- 
tromagnetic signals of different 
wavelengths. 

Simultaneous experiments were 
conducted by Soviet radio astro- 
nomers ot the Institute or Space 
Research and at the Institute of 
Physics at the USSR Academy of 
Sciences. They worked together 
with lliolr colleagues from tho 
Institute of Radio Astronomy lu 
Bonn. These institutes have es- 
tablished that there exists a 
time difference In the reception 
of tho same signal at dtifcrcnl 
wavolcngths. Operating a metro 
radio telescope in the town of 


Pushchlno, Moscow Region, 
combined with the centimetre 
radio telescope in Bonn, thay 
proved that at a tlireo metre 
wavelength the pulsar signal 
travels three-thousandths of a 
second earlier than at a 18 cen- 
timetre wavelength. Tills proves 
that radio signals ere generated 
ln the magnetosphere of tho 
pulsars. 

ASH AS SOIL 
SUBSTITUTE 

Joint studies wore carried out 
by scientists from tho Tallinn 
Botanical Cardens and special- 
ists from the Forest ry IiistlLuto. 
They established that the largo 
dump heaps of shale esli. 
emanating from thermal power 
stations in Estonia, can actually 
ho used ns arltlirlal soil.
